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N. B.— This "Manual" is the edition of December 31, 1863, revised, rearranged, and continued by 
more recent orders, rules, and special decisions, together with such modifications of those hitherto in » 
force as have been officially promulgated up to June 30, 1864. 

As a digest of official rules it has been made solely and exclusively for the information and 
guidance of Paymasters of the U. S^ Army, in the execution of their official duties. Although refer* 
ence is frequently made herein to the General Regulations of the army, (including the official regulations 
of the Pay Department,) and to laws embraced in the printed Military Code, the whole must be taken 
as additional and subsidiary to such printed authorities. 

• It is suggested that notes of all newly promulgated orders and decisions be made by each Paymaster 
on blank leaves inserted between the pages of his copy of this *' Manual," to keep up the record for Ms 
individual information.

The law providing compensation having ignored unequal durations of 
months, by allotting the same pay to each ; and the pay-tables having, 
for convenience, subdivided each month's pay into thirty equal parts, 
thus paying, in twelve months of thirty days each, the full salary pro- 
vided by law for the entire year, the months should be assumed, in 
computing pay, as they are by the law, to be of equal length, any other 
duration than thirty days being ignored. 

To conform with the foregoing, to secure greater accuracy in compu- 
tation, and to save the trouble and delay of four distinct calculations of 
monthly pay, in hereafter computing the time of service of government 
officers and employ^, thirty days will be assumed as the length of eaph 
and every month in the year. 
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For any full inon(h*« service performed hj persons employed by the 
goyemmeDt at a atipalated monthly rate of eompensatioQ, (or yearly 
salary, if paid in xegulai: monthly or bi-monthly instalments, ) payments 
will In made at such stipulated monthly rate, without regard to the 
number of days the months paid for may contain. 

In cases when the service commences on an int^mediate day of the 
month, and thus embraces only a fractional part thereof, thirty days will 
be assumed to constitute the entire duration of such month, whether the 
calendar length thereof be 28, 29, 30, or 31 days, and pay will be com- 
puted accordingly. 

When the service terminates at an intermediate day of the month, and 
hence embraces but a fractional part thereof, the whole number of days 
during which service was rendered in such fractional part of a month 
will be allowed in making payments. 

For convenience in calculating service embracing two or more months, 
or parts of months, but one fraction will be made. Thus, from the 2l8t 
of September to the 25th of November, inclusivej will be calculated — 
from 21st September to 20th October, inclusivej as one month; from 
October 21 to November 20, inclusive^ another month ; and from 21st to 
25th November, inclusive^ five days — making two months and five days. 

When two fractions of months occur in any account for service, both 
together being less than a whole month, as from the 21st of August to 
the 10th of September, the calculation of time will be from August 21 
to 30, inclusive, (ignoring the 3lst,) ten days, and from the 1st to the 
10th September, inclusive, ten days — making the time to be paid for 
twenty days. 

Service commencing in February will be calculated as though that 
month contained thirty days ; thus, from February 21 to end of month, 
inclusive, ten days will be allowed, though the actual time be but eight 
or nine days ; provided^ that when service commences on the last day of 
February, payment will be made for only one day in that month. 

The foregoing rules do not apply to commutation of rations ; nor to 
laborers employed at a per diem allowance. In computing them, the 
actual number of days are to be ascertained and allowed. 

Laborers employed by the month and actually performing their first 
day's labor on the 3l8t day of any month will be paid for that 4ay. 

Soldiers rendering little or no service on the day of enlistment or dis- 
charge, payment for both by the government is unjust. The day of 
enlistment, therefore, will hereafter be allowed, and the day of dischahrge 
excluded. 

Individual pay accounts and company and staff pay rolls, should dis- 
tinctly specify the exact time during which officers actually rendered 
service, under au^rity entitling to pay, in the grade for wliich pay is 
claimed. 
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When acconnts afe hereafter rendered for senrice 6t»ted to hare been 
peifoi-med from one given date to another, one of the days named will 
be excluded, unless it is specified or clearly shown by the fonn of the 
account that the service rendered was "inclusive" of both. — Circular 
of Second Comptroller, dated March 1, 1864.

The regular returns and accounts called for by the regulations of the 
Pay Depaitment will be transmitted by each paymaster direct to the 
Paymaster General, accompanied by a letter of transmittal enumerating 
them, and referring to no other subject. 

The senior paymasters in charge of pay districts who for\^'ard commu- 
nications from their subordinates to the Paymaster General should in- 
dorse on them their remarks or opinion without letters of transmittal ; 
but they are enjoined to. forward no communication inquiring for in- 
formation or for an expression of an opinion upon matters of official 
business, where their own opinion or action is competent to govern in 
the case. 

Under no circumstances should a communication be addressed direct 
to the War Department, unless a report or communication be specially 
called for by the Secretary of War, thus waiving the regular channel of 
communication. (See section second, paragraph 213.) The bureau of 
the Pay Department (through the senior paymaster of the district, who 
is the immediate commander of the paymasters referred to in paragraphs 
178 and 179, Army Regulations of 1863) is the particular channel of 
communication for all its officers, through which all correspondence is 
passed to the War Department or to the Adjutant General's Office. The 
periodical personal reports prescribed in the official Army Regulations or 
in ** Orders" of the War Department are an exception to this rule. 

All paymasters will report by letter on the first of every month direct 
to the Paymaster General their station and generally the duty in which 
they have been engaged during the preceding month.
